MeCreery, of the local Johnstown, Flood
Committee, are in the hands of the printers,
and will be issued in pamphblet lorm ina
few days. The report of the sub-Committee
ou Supplies will not sppear io that pam-
phlet, owing to the sbsence of Chairman 8.
6. Marvio on the Pacific cosst. The other
members of the committee are Jobn Ponte-
Iract sod George W. Dilworth. Belore
lesviog Mr. Marvin gave the supply data
to Percy F. Bmith, of the Pennsylvania
Grocer. Mr. Smith has prepared the re-
port, snd it was approved without a chaoge
by Messrs. Dilworth and Pontefract.

Incipded in the supplies on this train were
two carloads of crackers and bread—one
bought and paid for by the proprietors of the
newspapers of Pit . and the other domated
by the bakers of Pitrsburg and Allegheny City.

Y our committee next proceeded to purchase
& train load of supplies and soon bad ready for
departure 20 well-fliled cars. Elsewbere in
this report will be found in detail some of the
goods which these cars contained.

THE LABOE OF LOVE.

Merchants and their employes and the Sup-
ply Committies and others worked nearly the
whole of Saturday mirbt and ai 8 o'clock San-
day morning the loading of the second train
was completed and over the Pennsylvania
Radiroad, on its errand of mercy, it sped for
Jolinstown.

Almost before this tramn was out of the city,
Mr. James B. Seott seot word from Johnstown
that supplies should be sent by the Haltimore
sod Obi» Iroad, as it was next to impossible
to veach Johnstown with bulk goods vin the
Penunsyivania Railroad.

A call for a third train load of supplies was
at once in:ted, to besent by the B £ 0. B K.,
us directed by Mr. Scott. Mast of the mer-
chaats, wearled from the (abors of the night,
had goms to their homes, but when found and
apprised of the sitnation, at once returoed, and
in & little while there was & small army of will-
ing workers nhnplnﬁ the third supply train.

HOSPITAL SUPPLIES NECESSARY.

We were called upon for large guantities of
‘hospital supplies to be sant o Johnstown and
frequently Ly friends and relatives of flood
sufferers who died in our city bospitals, for
burial caskets, shrouds, carriages and transpor-
ation.

Oneof Mr. Fhinn's requirements was for
stewards and eooks and cooking utensils for
bis camp of workmen. His requirements were
met, the cooks and stewarde secured snd for-
warded prompliy and, as we understand, gave
entire satisfaction,

And just bere your committecldesire to refer
to the Iate Cuptain William R. Jones, who went
to Johunstown and on his return made a2 most
intellipent report of the situation, which en-
abled your committee to arrange, more expedi-
tiously, for those supplies most uorgently
needed. They turnished Mr, Jones witha full
outfit and on_going back to the devastated dis
trict, very eflicient service was rendered to Mr,
Flinn and bis co-workers.

The books of the company show the move
ment of & marvelous amonnt of gods during
the first three or Tour days after the disaster,
sod details upon this branch of the business

GREAT NEED OF BREAD.

That the work of the commiitee may be more
fully comprehendoq, let us siale here that the
smonnt of bread alone which we bhad to supply
for nesrly ten days was eqgosl e 1000 two
poond loaves per hour, or 24000 losves each
day.

Oune of the most acceptable donations made
to the committes was one of 10,000 pounds of
cut and dry smoking tobacco and 15,000 pipes
by the firm of Weyman & Bro., of Pittabarg.

The work of t & committes for the first ten
days wns in the direction of preserving the lives
of the saved, and supplying their immediate
wante AT the end of time came pressin
demands for bedding, furnitore, etc., wi
which families could resume home {ife.

beds, 1,500 chairs, 800 mﬂg'i‘m pillows, and
in addition to the foreeol numberless small
orders feor families specially recommended as
warthy by some one of the sub-committess or
repatable citizens.

**To tell the honest truth abont fhe mat-
ter, I do not think there will be aoy strike
about the eight-hour law,” said W. 8.

One of
the manufacturers present was induced to give
up soe information resterday in reference to
the business done at the weetlng.
